Judge Nelson confined a hearing of the

Fire Destroys the Residence of Mrr. W. F 


Shelley_I.o»» S3,TOO. 


Mrs. 
Samuel Shelley, her daughter, Mrs. 


Poole and her son, I". F. Shelley ware the 
only inhabitants of the large 10 roomed 
house just west of the Illinois Central track, 
on East Division street, i'esterday after- 
noon the ladies bad a big fire In the kitchen 
stove and were making apple butter. Sud- 
denly burning pieces of the ceiling over the 
stove began to fall in and It was then seen 
to be on fire. 


D. F. Shelley had just seated himself in 


the sitting room and had begun to read the 
paper when he was startled by the cries ol 
the ladies. As soon as be could he climbed 
upon the roof and threw a couple ol buckets 
of water on the fire. For a moment It 
looked as though the fire had been put out, 
but the roof began to cave in, and the young 
man had to jump in order to save himself. 


The kitcheu was in the northwest corner 


of the house, and the fire spread from it to 
the restof the house in a flash. Those who 
were present say that the whole dwelling 
was in ashes within 10 minutes. That was 
osvlng to the dryness and the heavy north- 
west wind. 


Some carpenters who were at work on 


new houses on Broadway and all the neigh- 
bors came to the assistance of the family, 
but the house was burned so quickly that 
scarcely two wagon loads of furniture were 
saved from tbe ruins. 


About 31,500 worth of furniture went up 


in smoke, as well as all the fruits and win 
ter supplies that were in the celiar, of 
which nothing was 
saved. A hundred 


quarts of cherries 
and 
also about

hundred quarts of peaches were in the cel- 
lar, besides bushels of apples, potatoes and 
two barrels of vinegar. 


D. F. Shelley was fortunate enough to 


rescue a suit of clothes, but left his over- 
coat, which had

It was lost. A neighbor had just paid him 
SIC tbat morning aud it was also consumed. 
The large maple trees in the yard were 
burned. Relies which had taken years and 
years to get together, things invaluable to 
Mrs. Shelley were in the house. Mr. Shel- 
ley thinks that in all about S'!,"50 will 
cover the loss, which is insured in the Con- 
necticut Fire Insurance company for about 
three-fourths of its value. 


The hose teams responded promptly, but 


they were not in it, lor the house is out- 
side the city limits, and it is said that tbe 
crews would have had to had nearly 1,000 
feet additional hose before they could have 
been o£ any use. 


Mrs. Shelley and her daughter spent the 


night with the family of W. Tell, a close 
neighbor and Mr. Shelley watched the barn, 
into wlil;h the goods saved were 
stored. 


The ruins were still ablaze at a late hour 
last night and the wind blew sparks in all 
directions so that it was feared the barn 
might get afire during the night. 


it is uncertain what will be done by the 


family for shelter, but they think they will 
rent a house till they can rebuild and that 
is probably what will be done.

BAD WRECK AT MONROE STREET. 


Six Cars Thrown Frum tbe Track Hat no 


Oue Hurt. 


Freight train No. 91, witb Engineer Mal- 


let at the throttle left the dept at 4:35 yes- 
teiday morning for St. Louis. At the frog 
just on the east side of Monroe street the 
fourth car from the engine jumped on top 
of the frog. The train at the time was not 
going very fast, as it wasatilt In the city 
limits. The fourth car left the mils and 
waa dragged over the ties for nearly half a 
block, before it toppled over and blocked 
the track. The other cars, which were 
heavily loaded, ran into It and fell along 
the track beside it. The second car off the 
track was filled with cracked rice, and tbe 
large sacks of it were strewn all along 
the track. The third car had dry goods 
fire-caackers and fish In it, but these good 
were not damaged much. They were taken 
from tbe car and sent b«ck to the depot. 


One eir was completely demolished 


nothing but one end being left. Where the 
cars ran off there was a switch, but nothing 
could be found of it,so completely was It de 
mollsbed. The ground was torn np anc 
the ties on the St. Louis branch were 
twisted into a circle. 


At the time of the accident the wes 


bound passenger train for Kansas City was 
just opposite the freight. The engineer on 
the train saw tbe cars on the freight toppl 
over, but he was not able to stop bis train 
One of the cars came within a foot of run 
ning on the track in front of the passenge 
train, but luckily turned the other way. 1 
it had not the passenger train would alsi 
have been wrecked.

came back with his engine to assist in clear 
iug the wreck. Tbe wrecking train wai 
sent for and after two and a half hours 
hard work succeeded in clearing the wreck
